Prof. Muensterherg of Harvard Uni- 
versity, Deplores the Resort to 
Extreme Measures. 

In an address at Philadelphia, deliv- 
ered a few evenings Blnce Prof. Hugo 
.MucnsterbPdg of Harvard 'iiilverslty 

said: 

'After studying this probliiii for 
more than 20 years, and after repeat- 
Ipk frequently In the privchologleal 
laboratory all the significant experi- 
ments, and after curing scores of 
drunkards by psychotherapeutic 
iiiefins and thu8 being near the ques- 
tion all the time, I am fully convinced 
iliat niider the present conditions of 
Aiiiei il an life the only w ise way of 
reform Is by working toward temper- 
ance and not abstinence. 

"It must bo a campaign of educa- 
tion toward a moderate uao of Ucht 
alcoholic beverages. 

"That kind f)f ab.-;t ti. . |. - .slatlon 
which previrtls In i < rtain parts of tho 
(oniitry and Is i .idently near in Oth- 
ers is surely not for the oommon good. 
That it destroys Indnstrioo and makes 
hnndredn of thousands hreadle.as and 
that II di'prlves millions of a harmless 
loyfiil reeling ia still the smallest 
liurni vvhii h il produces Hut fsr 
more iiiiiMHtant is the disrespect for 
law which It creates. 

"Total abatinence puts a premium 
on the systemailc violation of law and 
produces a form of corruption which 
is atlll worse than the corruption 
which irradiates from the licensed sa- 
loon. Further, It reinforces drinking 
in Its most miserable and diingerous 
form. The moderate drinker Is cut 
off, while the Immoderate drinker Is 
created. It abolishes light wine and 
beer, and opens wide the way for tbe 
worst kind of whisky. 

"It eliminates every sound supervis- 
ion and makes minora and mebriatoa 
tbe favorite customers. A clean aur- 
face appearance and mental destmo- 
tlon. Worst of all. the masses who 
feel the Instinctive need of an an- 
aesthetic quickly And substitutes. 

1 speak as a psychotherapist whose 
experiences cover the whole country. 
If I say that the spreading of cocalii- 
ism and. morphinism, of sexual per- 
versions snd ruinous habits among 
the abstainera is alarming. Hut even 
on tbe surface, any one can see to 
what dasroe of dur>ness on the one 
alda aad of vulgarity on the other side 
tbe masses are led if the means of 
physiological relief are cut off from a 
strong, hard-working population. To 
flgbt intemperance by prohibition 
means to substitute one evil for an- 
other. 

"We must institute a reform by 
slow odticatlon toward a moedrate 
tiae of Usbt wine or tteer. with com* 
ploto abolltloa of tbe present saloon 
and of the present disgusting habits, 
and that is the only way to perman- 
ent sBoceas la this oouBtry, as long aa 
Americana romala Aowrleaas."

I am aware that there le a atrong 
feeling la both henssa of eongrets. anil 
poaalbly In the a o twtfy. against the 
eatabllahment ef elyil pensions, ami 
that thla hat naturally grown out uf 
the heavy burden of military pentlont.

Frauda In the Collection ef Cuatema. 

I regret to refer to tha faet ef the 
discovery of extensive frauda la the 
collection of the customs revenue at 
New Terk city. In which a number of 
tha eulmrdlnata employes In the weigh. 
Ing and other departments were di- 
rectly concerned, and In which the 
benrflclaries wore the Amerl<-an Sugar 
Refining Company and oth>rs The 
frauds consisted In the payment of 
duty on underweights of sugar. The 
government haa recovereil from the 
American Sugar Refining Company all 
that It la ahowa to have been defraud- 
ed ef. The sum was received In full 
of the amount due. which might have 
been recoverid by rivil suit agalnat 
tha iMBaflctary of the fraud, but there 
waa aa aa p r see reeenratiea In the een> 
tract of aettlement try which the eettio- 
ment should not Interfere with, or pre- 
vent the criminal [►rowerutlon of every 
one who waa found to be subject to 
tho same. 

Criminal proaeeutlons are new pro-

The Tariff Act 
TWro features of the new tariff act 
call for apeclal reference. By virtue 
of the elaase known aa the "maximum 
and nrinlmuffl" elause. It la tha duty 
of the executive to consider the lawt 
iind practlcea of other countries with 
reference to the Importation Into thote 
countrlet of the producta and mer- 
chandise of the rjnited Btatea. and If 
the executive flndt such laws and prac- 
tl'.'s not to be unduly discriminatory 
agalnat the United HIales. the mini- 
mum dutlea provliled In the bill are to 
Ko Into foree. Unless the president 
makes such a flndlne. then the maxi- 
mum duties provided In the bill, that 
la. an Inoreaaa of 25 per cent, ad valo- 
rem over the minimum duties are to 
be In force. Fear has been expressed 
that thla power conferred and duty 
Impaasd oa the eaeeutlve la likely to 
lead te a tariff war.
